The^ growth in the Socialist vole in this country as revealed hy the news |f 
November d, can have but one effect. It .will call out a Hystcuiutic cnmi>atgii of 
misrefiresentation on the jiart of the capitalist press, without distinction ns to 
party. The capitalists are in possession of the means of general education, the 
daily press, why sbouldn’t they use it to protect their interests? We prctlicteil 
before election that when the voles weri* couuteil the (*;ipitulists would fmtl So¬ 
cialism a thing they could no longer afford to ignore niul that they would then 
begin to misrepresent it and give it a bad look to the readers of their daily pa¬ 
pers. True enough, the vote was n staggerer, the capitalists have w.aked up to 
the lact that the iieople are embracing Socialism, and now the daily press Is 
filling its columns with artii’lcs tending to show lh.*tt Socialism i.s .'in absurdity, 
a delusion and a snare. 

It is a fine thing to control the daily press of the country—to be able to say 
whut the pi'Ople sliall know* and what they shall not. The people arc helpless in 
the matter. They are practically compe)lc<l to patronize the daily ncwspaiMT, or 
remain ignorant of what is going on in the world. The newspnt>er is called a 
moulder of opinion. The capitalists would not be true to tlieniKclves if they did 
not take advantage of their chance.' Tlit'y are not fools. 

One of the must delilM>rntc attacks on Socdalism (or what goes for Socialism 
in the public mind: iiiuniciiial socialistic undertakings) that we have seen since 
election is an article that the IB publican patters arc freely reprinting from the 
coluitiiis of the Chicago Chronicle (Pcrorn'ratlc) which claims that all socialistic 
municipal undertakings have proven failures and that even in (ilnsgow, where 
municipal Socialism has long hcc-n on trial, and its good results chronicled to the 
world at large, the people are now disgusted with it ami want to return to the oM 
plan of letting individual and enrtsirate capital grow ricli out of the municipal 
utilities. 

Of course the thing is all rubbish. There Is a class of men who look with 
jealous eyes at municipal ownerabip. They are the pr«dil sharks, who regnr<l the 
plundering of the people under the boodling. pubIic-olMce-is-a*private-sunp regime 
as their right under the laws of business. These meu are responsible for articles in 
the press that * *»aeut such uiidertakingH as those at Glasgow ns failures. 
They are about -rthy of eredenee us the n<lvice of a thret--cnrd monte man. 

Of course, it must b<* liomo in iiiiml that so-called municipal Socialism is not 
the thing the SocdalUts of the world are buttling for. It is only Socialistic In its 
direction. The thing known as municipat Sof ialism is only a partial preparation 
for the collectivist system that Is ti» succcmhI capitalism. 

Just to show the real of things at Glasgow we reproduce herewith an 

article that recently in ;Ae I.oudon Star. It is in reply to an attack on 

Glasgow’s mnniciiml activities that appeared in the London Times, and Is ns 
follows: 


“The Times anti-mitiiici 


niritiul campaign had its .Moscow in Battersea; It has met 
its Waterloo in Glasgow. In tiny’s Times Sir S. Chilholm, lord provost of 
Glasgow, replies in fifiir columns to the Times sjiecial correspondents at^ck on 
the Glasgow rorporntlon, and makes minci’nicnt of it. Coming on the heels of 
the ex|M)Hurc of tin* business ability ami dlclutorlal ignorance of the I »criK>nt >lor- 
gnn juirty in the tulK* negotiations, this scorifying letter should make the Indus¬ 
trial Freedom League put up the shutters. 

“Tlie bird provost I'omplains that the Ti.ucs includfs ainoiig the »onKiratioii 
enterprises a iK*wder mill, a panorama, and a nursing home *in onler to beget the 
impression that the city manages and coniroli all these. Y'our coiresiMindent, 
Ik* adds, ‘knows that this is not true.’ The simple explanation is that (he 
Times’ sleuth hound has mixe<l up the coriHjratiou’s enterprises with those which 
are carried on in premises which the city owns. 

“I’o tlic wail over the investor who has had to content himself with 3. per 
<‘ent. ill Glasgow (’orfiorntion securities, instead of his form*‘r 5 to 10 per cent, 
out of gas. water an«l trams, the lortl provost asks whether the Times wishes to 
see the old water rate of ls4d in the iKiiimi instead (if the iircscnt TkI, the gas 
at OsTmI instead of and tiu* trams charging 3<1 for a ride which is now Id? 

"The increase of the rates has been (’nusc*d almost wholly _hy the increase in 
the parks, public health, roads and bridge's, and sewage purification rates, ren¬ 
dered necessary by the increase in iiopiilation. 

“Eleven bridges have l>een erected (five over tlie Clyde, the KeDin and the 
C.irt) at a cost to the cor|N>rntion of £‘JT0.0(M1. The parks cost 
large infectious lins(iitnl and the drainage iinprovmnents have cost £327,000. Does 
the Times want these things abulishedV 

"One sinister feature of the campaign, both in the Times and iu the *s|>eciul 
(’ontrihiitiou of the Industrial Freedom League,’ is the manner in which sonic 
n'cklcss, irresimnsible, or liulf-infnrined local personage is seized upon to justify 
some grave and geiM-ral charge. 

"The lord provost shows that Mr. Arthur Kny, w’hose statements nlKiiit the 
financial standing of the ('oriKiratioii the Times greedily seized upon, has gro¬ 
tesquely miarepn*s«*nted the {Kisition. and that the fall In Glasgow stock was 
shared hy consols ns well ns all sorts of government and municipal securities. 

“He shows that, while the average received from the trams w-hilo the com¬ 
pany ran them for twenty-three years was £27(kl and the maximum was only 
ir»t’»(»0, tlio coriMiration trams jiroduced this year in relief of the rates £15,000, be¬ 
sides rislucing their employes* hoiini anti increasing wages 25 jier eenL 

The alKire shows that the citizens o Glasgow used to pay nearly six times 
ns much for their water ns they now do under city owncrship.tbat they now pay 
less than half of the ohl rate for gas, and that they ride for a penny on the 
street c*ars, where formerly it cost them three times ns much, or in our money, 
six cents. .\nd thalwhiletho revenue rect'ivtsl by the city from the stn*et cars w’bile 
they were in private hnnds^veraged about $13,830 a year, with a maximum of 
only $28,300, the streirt cars under municipal control brought in to the city the 
•oulvaicnt of $75,000 iq revenue the past year, besides BEDUCING THE EM- 
riyOYBS’ Horus and giving them .V BIG INOBRASii IN WAGES. 

No wonder the capitalist sheets are lying ntiout Glasgow!

knowh^lge now at liand, while famine and pi?.stilence arc utterly inexcusahlc if 
thnse who have charge of the means of transportation and of the sanitary affairs 
of the nations do their obvious duty. 

It appears then, that much of wli:it was formerly laid-at the door of "Divine 
Frovidence" in reality was due to the much nearer and more adjustable fact of a 
HUMAN IMFUOVIDENCE. No doubt we should feel a hearty gratitude for 
that general providence hy which it Is ordained that winds shall blow and 
waters flow and seasons come and go. and that man shall have the power to so 
control the forces of nature that bis wants may be easily provided for, bnt let 
ns have done with this proclaiming a day of thanksgiving for the things which 
if they are done, or especially if they fail to be done, we are responsible.

With whaterer means and force the m- 
iflting authority may attempt to nuappres and root out any ideal once permeated 
among common people* It cannot be rooted out, for people take any ideal to 
themeelrea when it ia real to them, yea, there was a lime and is eren now when 
the realixation of an ideal becomes life or death to some people. It was so in 
the time of Bother and of Bobesplere aud Danton. it is now to the working class¬ 
es. Socialism is an ideal as well os princ/ple that roust be realized In this cen¬ 
tury. It has b^n gradually influencing people and its growth and spread g<»s 
wilVthat of industry. Thus in Japan Soclftlism has grown so rapidly that the 
working olaHses know it instinctively and they feel it nnconscioosly If H* 
guardian angel. While those in power and well to do classes hate Socialism as 
an evil spirit and attempt to suppress it with all their might. They conaider 
that Socialism it a worst priocipfe that destroys their welfare and happiness for¬ 
getting their selfishness and greediness is tbe very cause of the steady growth 
of Socialism.
